Tourist traffic into Gettysburg is increasing and if fig­ 
ures for the first six months be&r up through the remaining 
six months of the year Gettysburg's total number of visitors 
here during a twelve-month period will exceed the previous 
high mark of 1951 when 504,270 visitors were counted in 
Gettysburg. 
This conclusion is drawn from figures made public today 
by Superintendent James H. McConaghie, of the Gettysburg 
national park. 
Up to and including July 13 the total number of visitors 
to Gettysburg is only 51,623 short of the total for the entire 
twelve-month period of 1934. 
Excellent Increase 
Figures released by Superintendent McConaghie for the 
first six months and compared with previous periods reveal a 
.splendid increase in tourist traffic to this historic shrine and 
| indications a r e that Gettysburg will experience, this year, 
j one of its old-time banner seasons. 
From January I, to June 30, 1935, there were 212,571 
visitors to Gettysburg. During the same period in 1934 there 
were only 150,960. This reveals an increase of 61,711 an ex­ 
cellent indication that interest in this, the largest and most 
beautiful historic shrine in America, is returning and that 
traffic should continue to rise here.

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American Recruits for War 
In East Africa Face Penalty 


Washington. July 18 (AP)—An old 
statute embracing fine or imprison­ 
ment and the possibility of a new 
one entailing loss of citizenship was 
waved Wednesday in the eyes of 
would-be recruits for the threatened 
Ifalo-Ethiopian war. 
The state department dug up the 
old statute, enacted in 1818, when 
reports reached it that men were 
feeing enlisted in this country to 
fight for Emperor Haile Selassie of 
Ethiopia. The law provides a three- 
year Jail sentence or $1,000 fine. 
Simultaneously, Chairman Dick- 
stein (Dem., N.Y.),of the House Im ­ 
migration committee, announced he 
would introduce a bill to deprive 
United States residents of citizen­ 
ship who left for service in either 
the Italian or Ethiopian army. 
While the department took cog­ 
nisance of recruiting reports, it dis­ 
counted rumors of large munitions 
shipments from this country to Italy 
or Ethiopia. Joseph C. Green, of the 
department’s 
Western 
European 
Affairs division, told a house com­ 
mittee that “we have no way of 
knowing exactly, but my impression 
is that shipments to Italy and 
Ethiopia either have been negligible 
or are non-existent.” 
The 1818 statute was cited by Wil­ 
liam Phillips, acting secretary of 


state. It covers only enlistment or 
recruiting* in this country. 
Americans who have enlisted with 
the French Foreign legion, or the 
Spanish legion to fight against the 
Riffs, dodged the law by signing up 
in, France or Spain. 
Whenever 
American consular officials receive 
information of such enlistments, 
however, they were warned that the 
United States would afford them no 
protection while they were serving 
in the foreign army. 
A group was reported to have 
opened recruiting offices in Wash­ 
ington’s negro section last week to 
secure American recruits for the 
Ethiopian army, but soft-pedaled 
its activities when publicity was 
given the movement.
